They were part of a large 
search party which had'hunted for 
the missing men since the plane 
was reported overdue. 


Noyes could not be moved until 


aid came. He had huddled in tho 
wreckage with Kolb, who suffered 
minor injuries and 
exposure in 


severe winter cold. 


Noyes' twisted body 
remained 


in the same position it took Friday 
when the plane in which he and 
Kolb were riding with two othe'r 
men. crashed into the top of a high 
mountain and slid 30 feet down 
its icy slopes.
